Only one consolation came to the 
stricken town. 
Its tragic plight 
had touched the heart of Michigan. 
The state, responding to an a p ­ 
peal of Gov. Fred W. Green, was 
raising a fund to remedy the m a­ 
terial dam age wrought to save the 
community from bankruptcy. 
The entire education program of 
the village is at a standstill. Keyes, 
secretary of the school board, has 
called a special session in Bath 
town hall tonight to consider the 
pathetic situation.

road commission, according to word 
received by W. L. Deimling, m an­ 
ager of the local Edison office, 
following an Informal conference 
with R. H. Ballard, executive vice­ 
president and general manager of 
the company. 
The reduction, affecting 365,000 
domestic, agricultural and indus­ 
trial consumers in the company’s 
district, will become effective July 


The present maximum rate for 
lighting and general household of 
six and one-half cents per kilowatt 
hour will be lowered to five and 
six tenths cents, a reduction of 14 
per cent. 
The seven cent rate in 
the San Joaquin 
valley 
district 
will be cut to six cents. 
Belief that the reduction will 
stim ulate sales for household pur­ 
poses 
and

service 
costs led the company to formu­ 
late the new rate, the commission 
explained.

All grow 
to be quite large shrubs. 
Mexican Orangs 
Th# ehoisya ternate carries the 
common nam» of Mexican orange 
because of it» origin and sim ilar­ 
ity of its flower to the orange 
blossom.

LANS for the greatest patriotic cele­ 
bration in the history of the Unit* 
cd States, if not in the annals of the 
world, are being made by the United 
States Flag Association, headed by Cal* 
vin Coolidge as honoraiy president, in 
commemoration of the sesquicentennial 
of the adoption of the American Flag 
by the Continental Congress at Philadel­ 
phia on June 14, 1777. A part of the 
program of the United States Flag As­ 
sociation is the proposal that the week 
of June 8-14 be designated as “flag 
week’’ during which, through appropriate 
patriotic activities in all communities, 
schools and churches of all creeds and 
denominations, the minds of the Ameri­ 
can people shall dwell upon the Flag of 
the United States and the ideals, tradi­ 
tions, principles and institutions for 
which that Flag stands. 
Not only are the President of the 
United States, the Governors of the 
forty-eight States and mayors and other 
city officials expected to aid, but also 
the co-operation of patriotic societies, 
fraternal orders, civic, educational, and 
religious bodies, women’s and men’s 
clubs, and other organizations is being 
secured to make this sesquicentennial 
celebration of the adoption of “Old 
Glory” an event that will be In keeping 
with the greatness and glory of the 
American Nation. It is to. be a great 
patriotic revival during which our people 
shall rededicate themselves to the cardi­ 
nal principles of Americanism symbolt 
ized by the Flag. 
The most human and Interesting fea­ 
ture of the celebration will be the form­ 
ing throughout this big, broad land of 
ours of thousands of Sesquicentennial 
•Living Flags” humanly typifying the 
Flag of the United States. These “Liv­ 
ing Flags,” either adult or junior, are 
formed by volunteers acting as “Flag­ 
staffs,” each “Living Flag” consisting of 
a “Flagstaff,” one person who Is the 
“Blue Field,” thirteen persons who act 
as “Stripes,” and forty-eight as “Stars.” 
Each component part of a “Living Flag” 
automatically becomes a.life member of 
The United States Flag Association and 
through this method the Association 
hopes to enlist at least a million mem­ 
bers this year, each pledged to perpet­ 
uating the ideals and principles for 
which the Flag stands. 
The United States Flag Association, it 
might be stated, is an absolutely non­ 
commercial organisation, its officers and 
directors serving without salary or other 
monetary compensation of whatever 
nature.

“Through’a systematic and progres­ 
sive program of education that will em­ 
phasize and bring into greater, consid­ 
eration and higher appreciative regard 
the ideals, traditions, principles and in­ 
stitutions symbolized by the Flag, the 
primary purpose of The United States 
Flag Association,” explains Colonel 
James A. Moss, originator and Director 
General of the Association, “is to make 
good citizens who will make. stronger the 
foundations on which the Republic is es­ 
tablished and greater the Country in 
which we live. The greatness, prosper* 
jty, and happiness of a nation depend 
upon the quality of its citizenship, a 
good citizen being an asset and a bad 
citizen a liability. The United States 
Flag Association, with the Flag as Its 
emblem and “Honor tho Flag and up­ 
hold its ideals” as its slogan, has a defi­ 
nite and comprehensive program of edu­ 
cation involving study clubs in tho fun­

A 
gold star is added foe each additional 
flag formed. 
“This decoration invests the Recipient 
with the title of “daughter of tho flag” 
or “son of the flag,”, as the case may be, 
and carries with it life membership in 
the Order of the Flag. The eros».of 
honor is awarded to those who form 
thirteen *Living Flags’ or who ren­ 
der other exceptional service to tho 
Flsg. This decoration invests the re­ 
cipient with the title of lady of the flag* 
in case of women and ‘knight of the flag* 
in the ease of men, and carries with it 
life membership in, the Order Of the 
Flag.” 
Mrs. .Alfred J. Brosseau, President 
General of the Daughters of the Ameri­ 
can Revolution, was awarded the first, 
Cross .of Honor to be presented by 
the United States Flag Association 
for “exceptional and meritorious service 
to the flag.”

INDIANA BANKS 


INDIANAPOLIS, M ay JO.—Indi­ 
an a bankera are scrutinising land 
m ortgages w ith extrem e care this 
spring, following the closing sale or 
consolidation of more than I* insti­ 
tutions since the first of th e year. 
largely the result of depreciation In 
farm land values. 
Twelve of the banks w ere closed 


I outright. 
In alm ost every Instance 
it w as the sam e story,—farm loans 
in excess of actual cash value. One 
Institution 
consolidated 
w ith 
Its 
com petitor before the crash 
came 
and the others were purchased by 
the strong banks In the com m uni­ 
ties to avoid the Inevitable. 
In the face of these failures, L u ­ 
th er F. Symons, state bank exam ­ 
iner. Is optim istic. 
expects Mere Failure# 
Sym ons adm its the end is not yet 
In fact. he rath er expects addition­ 
al failures 
am ong 
som e 
of 
the 
state's financial 
institutions. 
He 
says it Is a weeding out process and 
banks organised several y ears ago,. 
th a t should never have been brought 
Into existence, will be elim inated. 
The bank exam iner believes there 
Is a definite ration th a t should be 
m aintained betw een population and 
tb s num ber of Institutions in a giv­ 
en comm unity. 
Although he refused to set a rule. 
Sym ons pointed out th e ration be­ 
tween banks and population In the 
east 
averages one 
institu tio n 
to 
every 10.000 Inhabitants. 
In this 
state the exam iner said the ratio is 
one to 2500. 
A large 
num ber 
of th e sm aller 
banks lr. Indiana w ere organised In 
the period of prosperity during and 
a fte r the w ar, Sym ons said. These 
institutions m ade money w hile farm 
crop prices were high and land val­ 
ues inflated. 
B ut farm land values have drop­ 
ped a great deal in the last few 
years. In the last two or three sea­ 
sons the Indiana farm ers have had 
poor crops. In addition, crop prices 
dropped. 
Result Inevitable 
The result, according to Symons, 
w as inevitable. 
F an n ers sought to 
have th eir loans extended. 
Their 
lands no longer bore a high cash 
value and additional extensions and 
additions to already over m ortgaged 
farm s w ere impossible. 
The w eaker Institutions began to 
totter. 
One by 
one 
they began 
closing th eir doors, and the end Is 
not yet. Sym ons says. 
B ut the weeding out process Ie a 


healthy Indication. Sym ons believes. 
To date the losses to stockholders 
have been com paratively sm all. To 
a greet extent the In stitu tio n s'ere 
being liquidated w ith a deficit for 
stockholders only. 
The condition 
resulting, leaving 
the field open to the stronger in sti­ 
tutions, will be beneficial to every­ 
one concerned, Sym ons thinks. 
The bank exam iner is not the only 
one In the state offices th a t feels 
the sam e way. 
David JI. Jennings, 
state securities comm issioner, has 
expressed him self quite frankly In 
discussing the banking situation. 
"Symons Is absolutely right In his 
belief,” Jennings said. 
"Thera are 
too m any small, w eak banks in this 
state today. 
W e 
would be m uch 
better off lf these little institutions 
were closed."

Wig., May 20.—Girls 
are not Inferior to boys In mental 
ability. 
Rural pupils lag behind city pu­ 
pils In Intelligence and educational 
achievements. 
These facts, contradicting gener­ 
ally held ideas, were revealed by 
bls "recent 
examination 
of 
the 
Mississippi school 
system. 
Prof. 
M. V. O'Shea. University of W is­ 
consin educational specialist, told 
members of the Wisconsin Acad­ 
emy of Sciences, Arts and Letters 
here. 
“There Is a tradition In Missis­ 
sippi that the girls are not equal 
to the boys in mental ability, and 


that they cannot accomplish es 
much in educational work,” Pro­ 
fessor O’Shee said. 
"I arra nged 
the data secured from my Investi­ 
gation so ae to show the status of 
girls, as compared with btys, in­ 
tellectually and educationally. 
"The results are slightly Hi ta- 
vor of the girls, and this is true 
of freshmen In colleges as well aa 
of pupils In the elementary and 
high schools 
Thera is no marked 
difference between the sexes, but 
whatever difference there is. Is not

girls, 
but

IT'S UP TO THE TEACHERS 


The Missouri State Teachers* association recently 
voted to erect at Columbia, where the state uni­ 
versity is located, a permanent headquarters build­ 
ing suited to the work. This is in line with the action 
of the National Education association, which owns 
its home in Washington, and with that of the Penn­ 
sylvania association, which purchased property in 
Harrisburg, opposite the state capitol. 
Some day, soon, it is sincerely to be hoped, every 
state will have its own fine building owned by the 
teachers, a fitting symbol of their splendid service to 
society. 
The teachers in university, college, high 
school, and all other schools of our system, have the 
biggest and most important job given to any pro­ 
fession. Upon them rests a great responsibility. And 
in no state of the union is this more true than in 
California. 
California is. year by year, getting a big influx 
of people from a near-by country. 
They come here 
because their chance to earn a living here is much 
better than at home. But they are, as a rule, with­ 
out education, in our language or their own, and 
with little or no knowledge of what we regard as good 
citizenship.

According to Professor Hornell Hart of Bryn Mawr college, 
children born in the year 2000 can reasonably be expected to live 
for 200 years or more, Dr. Hart does not claim kinship with Moth­ 
er Shipton or any other of the famous old seers who made such 
astonishingly good guesses in such astonishingly bad rhyme. He has 
been taking a look into the matter of vital statistics, going back to 
1550. Some of the earlier records may not be any too exact But 
they seem to show that the normal expectation of life has increased 
from 21 years to 50 since that time. Further, Dr. Hart’s compari­ 
sons indicate a rate of increase four times as fast since 1850 as for 
the previous 300 years. 
This does not necessarily explode cherished theories about our 
hardy ancestors and the decadence of modern times. 
Those an­ 
cestors had to be hardy to stand the kind of lives they led. If they 
didn’t live as long as their posterity they had a great many more 
things to kill them off. 
In recent decades prophylactic medicine, that is, medicine which 
ancient civilization shortened the term of human life. In medieval 
times a man in his fifties was looked upon as decrepit A total dis­ 
regard of sanitary laws brought premature age. Pestilence uncheck­ 
ed by scientific hygiene cut down the population at an appalling 
rate. 
In recent decades prohylactic medicine, that is, medicine which 
aims to prevent disease rather than to cure it, has made giant strides, 
and has been accompanied by the abundantly proved lengthening 
of the span of life. There may be some definite limit to this ex­ 
pansion, some rigid principle that science cannot affect. Professor 
Hart’» prediction of centenarians still in the prime of life may never 
be realized. If it is not, he has safeguarded his reputation as a 
prophet for he postulates his prediction with ’’if we do not wreck 
our civilization.” 
Some folk assume that it is already wrecked. We don't take 
that view. We think it is a pretty good civilization. Hie advancing 
limit of life expectancy is one of die best proofs.
